could be taken until a concrete plan 
was laid before the various districts. 

Chairman George Wells, of Santa 
Ana, stated that the plan for a half- 
million dollar plant would mean a tax 
cost of about $6.40 to the owner of 
a good 10 acre orange grove. 

Trustee Earl Crawford, of Orange 
high, stated that a union junior col- 
lege would provide a much more im- 
proved curriculum and that “only the 
mechanics of forming it remain to be 
solved.” 

A plan to disband the present Santa 
Ana junior college and to form a new 
union junior college district was 
favored over a plan of annexing the 
outside districts into the present 


Santa Ana district. 

“Although I favor a union junior 
college,’’ stated President D. K. Ham- 
mond today, “I do not see how enough 
public sentiment can-be created to 
make it possible within a year.”
